SAN FRANCISCO, July 6.—Thir- 
teen hundred National Guardsmen 
today patroled the water front 
where 34 persons were shot down, 
two of them fatally wounded, by 
the police yesterday. Many more 
were gassed, beaten and trampled. 

The soldiers occupied the battie- 
ground of the Pacific Coast mari- 
ime strike during the night. Strik- 
ers huddled around picket fires. 

“We are not going to retreat trons’ 
the water front,” declared Ralph 
Mailen of the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association Publicity 
Committee. “We are going ahead 
ind expect to obtain plenty of help 
from all other unions toward a gen- 
eral strike.” 

The National Guardsmen were or- 
fered by Acting Gov. Frank F. Mer- 
mam to protect life and property 
ind maintain order along the state- 
owned five and one-half mile water 
iront. They were under orders, is- 
tued by Adjutant-General Seth E. 
Howard, to do no shooting “until 
there is evidence of an attack upon 

ur or upon State property.’ 

Howard Sperry, 49 years old, a 
striking longshoreman, and George 
Couneourakis, 45, identified as a 
member of the Cooks and Waiters’ 
Union and reported to be connected 
wh the International Lebor De- 
ag League, died from bullet 
wounds. 

Woman on Street Car Shot. 

Mrs. Josephine Fuentes was 
truck in the head by a bullet while 
riding through the strike zone in a 

reet car. Several other noncom- 
atants were among the injured. 

From Rineon Hill, where the fir- 
ing began, the fighting swept down 
the water front streets to the Inter- 
tational Longshoresmen’s Associa- 
Yon headquarters and to Steuart 
ind Market streets. It was at this 
treet intersection that a bomb ex- 
ploded during a preparedness day 
Parade in 1916, killing 10 persons 
tnd wounding 40 others.

Mme. Curie Buried Without 
- Religious or Civil Ritual 


Mourners Place Roses on Her Casket in 10- 
Minute Ceremony—Body Placed in 
Grave With Husband’s.

SCEAUX, France, July 6—Mme. 
Marie Curie was buried today, as 
she had lived, in the utmost sim- 
plicity. There was a 10-minute 


ceremony without a civil or relig- 
ious ritual. Her body was lowered 
in a plain oal- casket into the same 
grave with her husband, in a 
crowded and least expensive part 
of the little village cemetery. 
Roses were distributed to each of 
the 25 laboratory associates and 150 
friends and scientists who were 
there when an automobile hearse 
brought th- casket at 11:30 a m. 
The mourners formed a line and 
each placed a rose on the closed 
casket in walking by. 


Mme. Curie’s two daughters, 
heavily veiled and wearing black, 
and a son-in-law then, according to 
French custom, stood nearby and 
received condolences. They shook 
hands with the other mourners as 
all passed by and out of the ceme- 


tery. 

At the head of Prof. Curie’s grave 

is a rambler rose bush planted 28 
years ago by Mme. Curie. It is now 
in bloom for the first time since it 
was planted, villagers said. 
Beside the severely plain casket 
were laid wreaths from the French 
Government, the President of Po- 
land, the Polish Ambassador, and 
probably all radium laboratories in 
the world, including those in the 
United States and Canada.

TWO BROTHERS 
EXECUTED BY GA 
N ARZONA PRISON 


orty Witnesses Moved on 
Warning That Cyanide 
Fumes Are Leaking Into 
Observation Room. 


By the Associated Press. 

FLORENCE, Ariz., July 6.—Two 
brothers, Manuel, 18 years old, and 
Fred Hernandez, 19, were executed 
in the lethal gas chamber at the 
Arizona State prison here at 5:12 
a.m. today for the murder of 
Charlies Washburn, old prospector, 
of Needles, Cal. -The brothers held 
up Washburn near Casa Grande, 
Ariz., and killed him. They got 
$25 in the robbery. 

The two were taken into the gas 


ina at 4:55 a. m., the deadly 


cyanide fumes were released at 
5:09. Fred was pronounced dead at 
5:11, Manuel at 5:12. These were 
Arizona's first executions by gas. 
Witnesses Ordered Out, 


Before either of the prisoners had 
taken a deep breath of the, fumes 
officials discovered gas was leaking 
from the box and the 40 witnesses 
were ordered out of the observa- 
tion space surrounding the death 
chamber. The witnesses filed out 
in an orderly manner and none 
was affected by the escaping fumes. 
None of the witnesses was pres- 
ent when the two youths were led 
from their death cells to the gas 
chamber. They were seated in a 
double chair and strapped to it, side 
by side. Manuel’s voice, shouting 
Spanish, could be heard. His head 
was bowed on his chest and his 
lips were moving, apparently in 
rayer. 

As the two waited for a string 
to be cut to drop a mesh bag con- 
taining 15 deadly pills into an acid 
mixture to create the lethal fumes, 
they turned toward each other and 
their lips moved. 

Final Appeals Fail, 


Manuel Hernandez, younger of 
the two brothers, wept as he was 
led from his cell last night to say a 
last good-by to relatives. Fred was 
calm and silent. They said good- 
by the 18 other niembers of their 
family, laughing, joking and pray- 
ing with older members in the outer 
court while 12 younger brothers and 
sisters slept on the grass. 

It was not until after midnight 
that Manuel learned that his last- 
minute confession had failed to 
save his brother’s life and that their 
final appeals had failed. Fred

ardson told Manuel there was no 
hope, but Fred did not understand 
until later.

the western seaport of Mayaguez. 
Gov. Blanton Winship met the 
President at Mayaguez and rode 
with him over the mountainous 
route to the capital, San Juan, 
where Mr. Roosevelt will spend the 
night before going to St. Thomas, 
Virgin Islands, tomorrow. 

A threatened rainfall somewhat 
dampened the ardor of the recep- 
tion for the President, who rode 
in an open car and responded to 
greetings along the way. 

The route followed the coast to 
Ponce de Leon and into the hills 


to Cayey. Lunch was taken at the 
residence of the Governor at 
Jajome Alto. The party is due at 
San Juan for dinner. 

The cruiser Houston was sighted 
off Mayaguez at 6:30 a. m. with 


Daybreak..found early arrivals 
gathering to await the President 
along the palm-lined shore outside 
a fenced enclosure leading to the 
docks. 

A police guard had stood by all 
night permitting none but official 
cars to enter the enclosure. Na- 
tional Guard police were on duty.

SERIOUS WATER SHORTAGE 
IN THE IMPERIAL VALLEY 


Colorado River Falling Rapidly; 
Sprinkling of Lawns Has Been 
Forbidden. 

BRAWLEY, Cal., July 6. — The 
Imperial Valley, which furnishes 
two-thirds of the nation’s winter 
vegetables, is suffering from a se- 
rious water shortage. 

The Colorado River, from which 
the valley is supplied by a canal 
built in 1901, is falling rapidly and 
reports from Grand Canyon and 
points above indicate the smallest 
flow in years. All available stor- 
age tanks in the valley have been 
filled and the use of water for ir- 
rigation rationed. Watering of 
lawns has been forbidden. Health 
officers have asked that drinking 
water be boiled. 

Within a year Boulder Dam will 
assure an adequate supply of wa- 
ter for irrigation. Work on the 
dam is far ahead of schedule. The 
Federal Reclamation Service plans 
to begin sterage there next Feb. 
15. Then flood water will be

Confirmation was obtained in 
Munich of the deaths of Dr. Glaser, 
leader of the Bavarian Nazis in 
1924, and of Father Mueller, a mem- 
ber of the Catholic Action. 

Reports of More Trouble. 

Nazi vigilance was resumed as 
a result of disquieting reports that 
“something more is brewing” 
among friends of slain Nazi leaders. 
A Nazi party spokesman said the 
Roehm revolution had wide rami-

Storm Troopers in civilian clothes 
under orders not to wear uniforms 
during a vacation period, were re- 
ported to have met today in the 
Wedding district of Berlin, former 
stronghold of Communists, and to 
have shouted “revenge!” This and 
other indications, the spokesman 
said, have brought renewed deter- 
mination to prove once and for all 
that “the iron fist and a strong 
will rules Germany.” 

Back to Economic Problems. 
Nazi leaders attacked labor, fi- 
nancial and political problems with 
redoubled efforts and a spirit of 
“Well, that’s over,” referring to the 
wholesale executions last week-end. 
The Nazi press made much of 
the theme of a party workers’ 
meeting at Fiensburg—that_ the 
“second revolution” had been com- 
pleted and “there is work to be 
done.” 
The unsettled situation in the 
provinces continued to be a source 
of speculation and alarm here. 
Conditions are said to be disturbed, 
especially in Silesia, where Catho- 
lics and Jews are reported to be 
worried, and in Bavaria. 
The French Embassy made a 
sharp denial that France was in- 
volved in a conspiracy against the 
Hitler Government. 
German newspapers had charged 
that Gen. Kurt von Schieicher, for- 
mer Chancellor and one of many 
who was killed last week-end, had 
conspired with France.

BRESLAU POLICE Chit 


Details of His Slaying and Ar- 
rest of 100 Bodyguards 
Are Disclosed.

BRESLAJU, Silesia, Germany, July 
6.—Details of the killing of Edmund 
Heines, Chief of Police of Breslau. 
and the arrest of his special body- 
guard of about 100 Storm Troopers, 
have been disclosed here. 

All Storm Troop detachments 
here had been given hard “emerg- 
ency training” for several days be- 
fore Chancellor Hitler struck June 
30, and waited only to be command- 
ed to go into action. No press dis- 
patches were sent to the national 
capital regarding the situation here, 
and a member of the Berlin staff of 
the Associated Press came here to 
investigate. 

With their supreme group com- 
mander dead, the rahk and file of 
troopers apparently lost spirit and 
submitted readily to the orders of 
the police. 

Three insurgent Nazis were said 
to have been shot here. Heines’ 
brother, Oscar, and a group leader 
named Engel were said to have 
been killéd. Their bodies are re- 
ported to be still in the municipal 
morgue. 

A group leader named Ramshorn 
was reported to have been shot at 
Namsilau, near here, while attempt-

MUNICH, Germany, July 6.—Al- 
though. the official death list here 
remains at seven, it became known 
today that 20 were killed in Satur- 
day’s executions. 

Ten men besides the seven offi- 
cially announced have been iden- 
tified and their deaths confirmed, 
according to reliable persons. The 
remaining three were minor follow- 
ers of Capt. Ernst Roehm, slain 
national commander of the Storm 
Troops. 

Alexander Glaser, a lawyer, was 
killed in the presence of his wife 
while being taken from his home. 
He was shot in the head while 
turning to reach for a hat. 

The death of Willi Schmid, music 
critic of the newspaper Neuster 
Nachrichten, was reported in that 
paper this morning as accidental. 

A persistent rumor that Hans 


‘von Seasser, aristocratic comman- 


der of the Munich State Police, was 
killed, was confirmed. 

Excursionists told of having seen 
bodies on the moorland near the 
Dachau concentration camp north 
of here Sunday morning. One of 
these victims had a black goatee 
and wore a pince-nez. 

No Nazi Seport on Arrests. 

The Brown House, Storm Troop 
headquarters, minimizes the num- 
ber of men in custody, declining 
to give ar estimate. 

Among those arrested, it was 
learned, are three scions of the aris- 
tocratic Von Aretin family, nephews 
of Baron Erwein von Aretin, who 
was arrested for political reasons 
and released last spring, after a 
year in jail.

JURIST COMMENTS 
ON HIGH FINANCE 


Finds ‘Topmost Stages Dif- 

ficult to Understand’— 
Cites Limited Rights of 
Security Holder. 


A bondholder’s suit for appoint- 


| ment of a receiver for the Laclede 


Gas Light Co. was dismissed in Fed- 
eral Judge Faris’ court today after 
sttorneys for the eomplainant and 
the company filed a stipulation of 


agreement. 

It was agreed the court should 
enter an order finding in favor of 
the Laclede company, but that the 
pondholder or others in the same 
class might have the right to prose- 
gute an appeal if they wished. 

The complainant was Joseph W. 
teller, owning $4000 of the Laclede 
cempany’s bonds of the $10,000,000 
issue which matured April 1, 1934, 
and which the company, having 
failed to pay, is now seeking to ex- 
tend for five years by agreement 
with holders. 

The suit went to trial yesterday 
before Judge Faris, who remarked 
from the bench, with a tinge of 
sorn in his voice, that it was dif- 
ficult for him to understand some 
phases of “high finance.” 

Judge Seeks Explanation. 

Judge Faris had requested the at- 
torneys to explain why in the case

Mortgagee’s Rights Limited. 

In the course of the ‘hearing, 
ludgge Faris explained that a mort- 
mgee, in this case the bondholder, 
us no right to inquire into what 
we the mortgagor may have made 
tfincome from the mortgaged prop- 
mty prior to the time when - the 
mortgagee may be entitled, because 
of default or other reason, to pos- 

sion of the property. 


' “The bondholder has no right to 


tomplain about what was done with 
the income,” the Court said. “His 


‘security is the mortgaged property; 


the owners may use it as they wish, 
and if they throw the income to 
the.birds that is no concern of the 
bondholders.” 


Attorney Ernest A. Green, repre- 

senting Zeller, said it was his theory 
that the owners of the property 
“could not milk it and then turn 
* to the bondholders what is 
eft.” 

Judge Faris disagreed. “You have 
the same security that was given in 
the first place,” he said. “A stock- 
holder — well be entitled to

SUIT FILED T0 TEST 
MISSOURI BOND ISSUE 


Action by Fund Commissioners 
Intended to Settle Le- 
gal Questions.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 6.-—A 
friendly suit to test the valifity of 
the state bond issue of $10,000,090 
voted in a special election last May 
15 for rehabilitation of eleemosy- 
nary and penal institutions, was 
filed in the Missouri Supreme Court 
yesterday. 

The suit is a mandamus proceed- 
ing to compel State Auditor Forrest 
Smith to register the bonds. It 
raises numerous legal questions, !n- 
cluding validity of th. resolution 
under which the bond proposal was 
submitted to the voters, Jegality of 
the election notices and the power 
of the state to issue bonds for such 
purposes. The suit was instituted 
at the direction of the State Board 
of Fund Commissioners. 


PAROLE FOR KANSAS CONVICT 
WHO TOLD OF KIDNAPING PLOT 


Gov. Landon te Free Francis 
Sharpe, Informant on Pian to 
Seize Daughter. 

By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan. July 6. — Two 
Governors moved today to reward 
Francis Sharpe, Kansas convict, 
with freedom for informing author- 
ities of a plot to kidnap the daugh- 
ter of one of the State executives. 

Keeping his word to the prison- 
er, Gov. Alf M. Landon of Kansas, 
announced he would parole Sharpe 
for information last year that fel- 
low prisoners and outside friends 
planned to kidnap Peggy Ann Lan- 
don, his i7-year-old daughter. 

At the same time Gov. W. H. 
Murray of Oklahoma said he had 
acceded to a request of Gov. Lan- 
don that Sharpe be paroled from 
a 25-year prison term pending 
against him in that State. 

Gov. Landon said the plot to ab- 
duct his daughter was designed to 
force him to free “about 10 of the 
worst offenders in the Kansas pen- 
itentiary.” The scheme was laid 
at the door of the desperate Wil- 
bur Underhill gang. The Governor 
said he was convinced Sharpe's 
story hastemed the death of Wilbur 
Underhill and Ford Bradshaw and 
the capture of several of their 
henchmen. 

Sharpe is serving a sentence of 
from 10 to 25 years for a gasoline 
station robbery here. He was sent 
to the Oklahoma penitentiary in 
1928 for robbery, but escaped. 


MAN KILLED 
STREET "BY GIRL'S FATHER 
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MAN PLEADS IN COURT TO STOP 
OPERATION ON DISABLED SON 


Tells Philadelphia Court That Boy’s 
Two-Year-Old Injury Is 
“Act of God.”

PHILADELPHIA, July 6. — The 
father of it-year-old John Hoff- 
man was called into court yester- 
day by the Society to Protect Chil- 
dren, because he has refused to 
permit his disabled son to receive 
surgical treatment. 

While the boy leaned on the 
crutches he has been forced to use 
since his left knee was broken two 
years ago, the father toid Munic- 
ipal Judge Theodore Rosen, “I can- 
not allow him to be touched by sur- 
geons. It would be against my re 
ligious belief. I could not have 
man interfere in the acts of God.” 

A member of a sect that believes 
in faith healing, the elder Hoff- 
man admitted his persistent re 
fusal to permit physicians or sur- 
geons to examine the fractured leg 
even though a minor operation 
might restore to normal a limb 
now bent outward in V shape from 
the stiffening effect of the broken 
joint. 

The judge finally reached an 
agreement with the father whereby 
the boy was sent to a hospital for 
examination and returned home. 
Decision in the case was delayed 
a week to permit the court to study 
the hospital report.

Crowd of 1000 Surrounds Ohio Mill; 
' “Union Rejects Employer's. 
Settiement Pian. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 6. — Sev- 
eral hundred windows in the 
Stearns & Foster textile mills in 
Lockland were broken early today 
when a crowd of 1000 persons sur- 
rounded the plant, scene of a strike.

1933 BIRTH STATISTICS. 
SHOW GENERAL DECLINE 


All Levels of Population Af. 
fected; Missouri Rate Be- 
low Country’s Average. 


WASHINGTON, July 6. — The 
striking way in which the birth 
rate in the United States corre- 
sponds to economic levels is shown 
in statistical tables comparing the 
rate in 1933 with that for 1932, 
just released by the Bureau of the 

ensus here. 

The comparative tables show 
that in general the birth rate de- 
clined for almost every level of the 
population. The rate of decline in 
many instances was as great in 
middle-class suburbs as in indus- 
trial areas. 

New York, Pennsylvania and Ii- 
linois, heavily industrialized states, 
lead in the number of births with 
only Texas, in which there is a 
large Negro population, a» rival. 
Missouri falis just below the aver- 
age—(16.4 births for each 1000 of 
the population)—with a rate of 
15.5. In 1932, the rate in Missouri 
was 16.4. ‘

St. Louis is somewhat under the 
average for the State, with a rate 
of 147. The suburbs on the west- 
ern edge of the city show clearly 
what has happened to the birth 
rate among those on a more pros- 
perous level than the large indus- 
trial population of the cities. 

The rate in University City was 
1.2, which represented no change, 
in Maplewood the rate was 3.4, in 
contrast to a rate of 6.2 for 1932. 
The rate for Webster Groves de- 
clined from 35 to 2.8. 

The same thing is shown in other 
sburban areas, often in the most 
striking contrast. Thus, in South 
Pasadena, Cal., a colony of the very 
rich, the birth rate is .9, in Beverly 
Hills, .2, half as much as the pre- 
vious year. This compares with a 
rate of 34.5 at Modesto, where there 
are many Mexican laborers. 

Similarly for the area around 
New York, the Borough of Man- 
hattan shows a rate of 17.8, while 
at Mamaroneck, a Long Island sub- 
urb, the rate is 43. In the Queens 
borough, a part of the city of New 
York which includes a portion of 
Long Island and such upper mid- 
dle-class suburbs as Forest Hilis, 
the rate is only 9.3. 

‘ §t. Louis Below State. 

It is obviously Missouri's Negro 
population which brings up the 
birth rate in the State. The town 
with the highest rate is Cape Gi- 
rardeau, in southeast Missouri, with 
22.5. Independence is a close sec- 
ond, with 218. The rate in Cape 
Girardeau represents an actual gain 
of three-tenths of a point. In St. 
Charies, the rate increased from 
19.7 in 1932 to 20.9 in 1933. 

The infant mortality rate, high- 


er, as has often been -pointed out, 


than in many southern European 
countries, shows an increase from 
57.6 to 582 deaths for each 1000 
of live births. In this respect Mis- 
souri has made distinct gains in al- 
most every city listed. In St. Louis 
the decline in the number of in- 
fant deaths was from 56.4 to 44.3, 


BREDECK TELLS FARMERS 
HOW TO REDUCE MILK BACTERIA 


Sterilization of Cans and Other 
Utensils Important, Health 
Commissioner Says. 

Health Commissioner Bredeck 
has mailed out letters to milk pro- 
ducers in the St. Louis area giving 
detailed instructions on how to re- 

duce the bacteria count in milk. 

Dr. Bredeck warned the produc- 
ers that proper cleaning and steril- 
ization of milk cans and utensils is 
of greatest importance in keeping 
down bacteria. When the milk is 
removed from cans, he said, the 
cans should be cleaned with hot 
water, alkali washing powder or a 
lye solution, then rinsed with hot 
water and hung on a metal rack to 
dry. 
Sterilization of all cans and 
utensils used in handling milk is 
also important, he pointed out. He 
recommended sterilization of milk 
cans and utensils with hypochlor- 
ite powder, following which the 
cans and utensils should be cooled 
either by mechanical refrigeration 
or whatever other means are avail- 
able. 

“Of 13,720 estimates of the num- 
ber of bacteria in samples of raw 
milk receftved for pasteurization 
between May 1 and July 1 in St 
Louis,” said the Commissioner, “ap- 
proximately 37 per cent contained 
over a million bacteria per drop of 
milk. Such milk cannot legally be 
used for pasteurization and must 
be rejected with resultant loss to 
the producer and distributer. With 
reasonable care in washing and 
sterilizing milk utensils and cool- 
ing the milk, the losses due to high 
bacteria count can be reduced to 
a minimum, if not avoided alte 
gether.”

Ideclared that President Roosevelt 


had developed Democratic Govern- 
ment in this country in the face of 
“a world-wide reaction against 


1Democratic institutions,” 


Richberg spoke before the Texas 
Bar Association. 

As a direct result of recovery, 
measures, he asserted, more than 
5,000,000 people have been re-em- 
ployed in trade and industry, while 
“the total payroll of the nation has 
been doubled.” 

“Agricultural income has been 
enormously increased,” he _ said. 
“Several hundred thousand homes 
have been saved from foreclosure, 
Temporary work has been provided 
for as many as 4,000,000 people. 
Public projects of a more perma- 
nent character have furnished eme 
ployment, and direct relief pay- 
ments have given subsistence te 
millions more.” 

Destructive Alternatives. 
Richberg said there were only 
two alternatives to the recovery 
program and that both were “alike 
destructive.” 

Eighteen months ago, said Rich- 
berg, “we were struggling to pre 
vent the collapse of our financial 
and industrial system, and the po- 
litical revolution that would imevie 
tably follow.” 

' The President’s inaugural ad- 
dress, he said, “summoned Americge 
to mobilize in a war upon the an- 
archy of ruthless self-seeking and 
reckless greed.” 

Describing the recovery adminis- 
tration as “one of the best exame 
ples” of the process of the “new 
leadership,” Richberg said: 

“There has been something piti- 
ful in the intermittent efforts of « 


| partisan opposition to characterize 


the process of establishing codes of 
fair competition as a theoretical ex- 
periment being carried on by @ 
mythical group of youthful braine 
trusters operating under a presiden- 
tial dictatorship. The sheer none 
sense of such criticism becomes evi- 
dent upon the slightest investiga- 
tion. 

“Ask the textile manufacturers, 
the steel corporations, the coal op- 
erators, the rubber companies, the 
newspaper publishers, the automo- 
bile makers—ask any representative 
group of trade or industry—whe 
wrote their codes and what experi- 
ments were forced upon them by, 
what dictatorial power.” 

Mentions Court Decisions. 

Referring to “legalistic: critics” 
who had been “voluble in prophe- 
cies of disaster” as to the consti- 
tutionality of NRA, Richberg said 
“there have been a few adverse 
judicial opinions of minor impor 
tance.” He added: 

“But far greater weight must be 
attached to the long list of major 
and minor cases in which state and 
Federal courts have upheld the ad- 
ministration of the Recovery Act 
and have steadfastly maintained the 
fundamental validity of the law and 
the measures devised to effectuate 
its declared policy.” 

Richberg said there were two ab 
ternatives to the recovery program, 
and that those offered “by the ultra 
conservatives and ultra radicals 
are alike destructive of the Con- 
stitution and Democratic institu 
tions of the United States.” 

“The right wing reactionaries,” 
he added, “call upon us to abandon 
all effort to bring order and justice 
into our industrial civilization, te 
relapse into an anarchy of unre- 
strained self-seeking — in a word 
they call upon us in the name of the 
Constitution to abandon the Consti- 
tution, to let the forces of disuniog 
and injustice destroy the general 
welfare and to tolerate anarchy in 
the name of liberty. 

“The left wing revolutionaries 
call upon us also to abandon the 
Constitution, to achieve economie 
order by denying to ourselves and 
to our posterity the blessings of 
liberty—to gain the material com- 
forts of a machine-made civilization 
by the universal] sacrifice of that 
freedom for which men and women 
have been fighting and suffering 
and dying throughout uncounted 
centuries.”

LOS ANGELES, July 6.—Nellie 
Madison, convicted of killing her 
husband, Eric, 45-year-old movie 
studio cafe manager, last March, 
vas sentenced yesterday to death 
by hanging. 

In setting the hanging for next 
Sept. 24 after a jury had convicted 
her of first degree murder without 
recommendation for mercy, making 
the death penalty mandatory, Judge 
Charlies Fricke denied a motion for 
a new trial. Oral notice of appeal 
was filed. Lis. Madison’s counsel 
questioned whether the man killed 
was Madison, saying there was evi- 
dence he was alive in Chicago. 

If the sentence is carried out, 
Mrs. Madison will be the first wom- 
an to be executed in the history of 
the State. Once before a woman 
was condemned to die, but her sen- 
tence was commuted to life im- 
prisonment.

PRESIDENT ABOLISHES 
DARROW NRA BOARD 


Order Says Further Activity 
Would Not “Effectuate”’ 
Original Purpose. 


By the Associated Press. — 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The Na- 
tional Recovery Review Board, for- 
merly headed by Clarence Darrow, 
which made three critical reports 
on the influence of NRA codes on 
small business, has been abolished 
by President Roosevelt. : 

The White House disclosed yes- 
terday that this was one of the last 
orders of the President before he 
closed his desk to sail for his Pa- 
cific trip. 

The order, dated June 30, was giv- 
en to the three remaining members 
of the review board the day before 
the board gave to newspapers 
copies of its third and last rerort to 
the President. 


Order of President. 

The Presidential order, said ‘The 
chairman and two other members 
of the board have resigned and any 
further investigations and reports 
would not be representative of the 
board as originally constituted or 
serve to effectuate the purposes for 
which it was created.” 

The President said the board had 
“substantially completed its work.” 

The three remaining members of 
the board were W. W. Neat, Fred 
P. Mann and Samuel Henry. Dar- 
row resigned about a week azo. The 
other two were William O. Thomp- 
son and John F. Sinclair. The lat- 
ter resigned early in the Infe of the 
board, disagreeing with the major- 
ity on its first report and submit- 
ting a minority report. 

The review board was established 
March 7 by executive order of the 
President, after complaints about 
the effect of codes on small busi- 
ness concerns had been voiced in 


Reports of Board. _ 

The board, in all three reports, 
insisted its investigations disclosed 
the growth of monopoly under the 
codes. In the third report, it ac- 
companied this charge with the 
deciaration that in this respect the 
NRA had “become not the foe, but 
an adjunct of depression.”

GOVERNMENT LENDS BILLION 
TO HOME OWNERS IN YEAR 


341,162 Persons Obtain Loans Av- 
eraging $3000; More Than 5000 
in Missouri.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Review- 
ing its first year’s work, the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation said to- 
day it had disbursed more than 
$1,000,000,000 for the relief of 341, 
162 home owners. Although the cor- 
poration had only $3,000,000,000 to 
lend, 1,510,750 applications, totaling 
$4,856,269,830, have been received.

And I have been 
in sympathy with unions, too, until a 
majority of the workers belonging to 
them adopted the ruling that the last 
men employed should always be the first 
laid off in slack times, regardless of de- 
pendents. According to their ideas, those 
who have never been laid off must never 
have a taste of the depression. 

Why? Half a loaf is better than no 
bread. And millions for years have been 
without any loaf at all.

| Attorney-General McKittrick is looking into the 
coal code prices in St. Louis, fixed May 20 by the 
Divisional Code Authority, to determine whether or 


_}mot the setting up of these prices is in violation of 


Missouri’s anti-trust law. The Consumers’ Council 
of St. Louis and St. Louis County is also investigat- 
ing these prices, on the theory that they are too 
high. Charles P. Melton, administration member of 


|the Division Code Authority, has promised Mr. Mc- 


Kittrick to tender every assistance. 

The new schedule of prices represents advances in 
all grades of coal, the sharpest advance being. in 
what has been up to this time a comparatively inex- 
pensive coal, mined in this immediate area and used 
by the great majority of St. Louisans. So-called 
standard coal, mined in St. Clair and Madison coun- 
ties, has formed 60 to 70 per cent of all domestic 
coal consumed in St. Louis, The retail price of this 
coal has heen set at $5.80 a ton, representing an in- 
crease of as much as $1.80 a ton overaprices paid 
last year, or something like 30 per cent, This coal 
now sells at the mine at $2.25 per ton, leaving a 
spread of $3.55, or considerably more than the mine 
price. Smaller advances were made in the prices of 
higher-grade coal. For instance, Franklin County 
coal, which has been selling for $6.50, was increased 
only to $6.80, ; 

Numerous complaints against the Divisional Code 
Authority’s action have been made. A committee of 12 
independent coal dealers, whose chairman is W. E. 
Dodson, has complained bitterly to Mr. Melton, claim- 
ing that the code prices are unreasonably high 
and expressing the fear of these dealers that if they 
become a party to “this price-fixing scheme,” they 
will be violating both the Missouri and the Federal 
anti-trust laws. These coal dealers insist that they 
are paying the NRA wage scale and believe that they 
can make a profit by selling coal at far below the 
new prices. 

The Belleville Group Coal Association objects to 
the new prices, contending that Chicago interests op- 
erating the Frankiin County mines have influenced 
the Divisional Code Authority in order to reduce the 
differential between the prices of low-grade coal and 
the high-grade Franklin County product, thereby en- 
couraging the use of the latter. Consumers who have 
got wind of the new price schedule say they cannot 
afford to pay $5.80 for standard coal. Moreover, they 
claim that the large-quantity and summer-delivery 
discounts have been ruled out for the private con- 
sumer, who is now allowed only 5 per cent discount 
for cash. a 

Under NRA rules, no price schedule may be put 
into effect unless a clear emergency exists. Did such 
an emergency exist when the May 20 schedule was 
announced? That is a highly debatable point. Again, 
NRA rules provide that when minimum prices are 
set up, they must not include any element of profit 
or return on invested capital. Critics of the May 20 
schedule insist that it is far in excess of actual cost 
and includes profit. It is also contended that an- 
nouncement of the price schedule should have been 
preceded by a public hearing, in which all interested 
parties could be heard, as a subsequent NRA rul- 
ing makes mandatory. Such a hearing was not held. 
These are all grave charges and deserve the fullest 
exploration. 

St. Louis lies at the edge of a large bituminous 
coal field and has always had the right to enjoy 
the inexpensive use of soft coal. It has not been an 
unmixed blessing, because of the smoke evil. Never- 
theless, until some new smokeless fuel is made avail- 
able to the large mass of St. Louis consumers, they 
will be dependent upon cheap soft coal. For the Coal 
Code Authority suddenly to announce a price sched- 
ule, which, in one most important item, increases 
coal costs 30 per cent, is a rather startling procedure. 
It invites more extensive use of oil and gas, those 
growing competitors of coal. It involves a tremen- 
dous hardship on those who must continue using 
coal at a great advance in price. It is an action 
savoring of a monopolistic combine, and a _ short- 
sighted one at that. 

We realize that one of the aims of the new price 
schedule is to drive out of the coal business a large 
number of individuals owning and driving their own 
trucks, who, it is said, sell coal at a margin so close 
to the mine price that, in the words of Clarence V. 
Beck, executive secretary of the Code Authority, 
“the man who makes the price for all is the trucker 
who can live the cheapest and the dirtiest.” We do 
not believe, however, that the power of the United 
States Government, through the NRA, should be 
used ruthlessly to exterminate the little fellow at the 
expense of the entire public. We do not believe it 
should be used to abolish all competition in the coal 
business. There should, perhaps, be some curb on 
individual truckers, but it should be remembered that 
they would not exist at all if they did not furnish a 
service which many people find preferable to that of 
the large coal companies. 

We trust that a full and sweeping investigation 
will be made and that out of it will emerge an ar- 
rangement fair alike to the large dealer, the small 
dealer and the consumer, 
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SOLVING AN ETHICAL DILEMM 

Financial interdependence begets ethical confusion. 
This fact was never better illustrated than it was the 
other day in a hearing before the Power Board of 
Review of the Public Works Administration. Green- 
wood County, 8S. C., wants to build a public power 
plant, It has applied to the PWA for a loan of $2,767,- 
000. But when the PWA opened its hearing on the 
application, the leading physicians, educators and 
clergymen of the Carolinas appeared against it. Their 
opposition is explained by the fact that many of the 
hospitals, colleges and churches of the section derive 
a major part of their income from the Duke Endow- 
ment. The Duke Endowment, in turn, receives 67 
per cent of its income from the Duke Power Co, If 
Greenwood County builds a public plant, it will un- 
dersell the Duke Power Co. The power company 
will then be compelled to cut its rates and the 

income of the endowment will decline. 
This places the PWA in a quandary. If it comes 
aid of the consumer of electricity, it will im-

activities through the direct method of taxation than 
through the indirect method of unnecessarily high 
utility rates. We do not believe that any institution, 
however praiseworthy its purpose, should be given

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MIGRATORY GAME REGULATIONS. ° 
Now that the duck stamp-bill has been passed and 
Congress has entered upon a rational game con- 
servation policy in whfch millions of dollars are 
to be in time expended, it is to be hoped that the 


year will reflect this sensible point of view.. 
The other point of view is that migratory game 
can be preserved by severe strictures upon hunting, 
with neglecting the propagation of game and hunting 
the hunter. We have tried this mistaken idea in 


varying degrees for some time, and the results have | 


been unfortunate. The thing to do is to produce 
more game; and this is the conclusion to which Con- 
gress has at last been brought by far-seeing conser- 
vationists. 

This has not been a good year for water birds, but 
it would be an injustice to sportsmen if we were to 
assume that all kinds of water birds have suffered 
alike. The great drouth in the breeding grounds of 
the North Central plains has affected chiefly such va- 
rieties of ducks as canvasbacks, redheads, teal and 
scaup ducks. It has not materially affected mallards, 
black duck and pintail, the ducks chiefly hunted in 
the Mississippi Valley. There are considerable areas 
of the United States in which the ducks that have 
suffered little or no damage from the drouth afford 
most or all of the sport of duck shooting. 

The Advisory Board under the Migratory Bird 
Treaty Act is soon to meet at Washington with the 
Federal officials who make the regulations under 
the treaty. The prohibitionists will, as usual, do al] 
the mischief they can. They will press hotly for 
severer protection to all migratory game birds. They 
will want bag limits reduced to an unenforceable 
point, which would mean increased rather than di- 
minished kills. They will ask the Government to 
restrict shooting to certain days of the week, to limit 
the number of live decoys over which one may shoot, 
and to prohibit the feeding of wild fowl on shooting 
grounds. 

Posing as conservationists, these people have done 

great harm to migratory game in the past. They have 
diverted the attention ‘Of Congress from a sane con- 
servation policy, now just taking form. If the pro- 
hibitionists had their way now, the- whole theory of 
conservation would be destroyed, with the resulting 
violation of all laws relating to water birds. 
‘+ We sincerely trust that the Advisory Board, the 
Bureau of Biological Survey and the Secretary of 
Agriculture, all “of whom join in making the regu- 
lations, are not to be influenced by such folly. Re- 
strictions upon shooting cannot serve beyond a point. 
Congress has the right idea, which is to increase 
breeding and rest grounds, to take out of agriculture 
lands belonging to the water fowl, and to restore 
marshes foolishly retired from great usefulness to 
be of no use at all. Some of the finest of our 
marshes, once contributing greatly to the supply of 
migratory game, have been drained to contribute 
neither to agriculture nor grazing. 

We hope to see the. forthcoming regulations as 
sensible and far-seeing as were the conservation bills 
which passed the Seventy-third Congress.

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ON THE OBOE. 

We are sorry that the Symphony Society and the 
Musicians’ Mutual Benefit Association cannot get to- 
gether on the trombone and the oboe: The oboe is 
mighty important. It is the oldest of the wood- 
winds, appearing in the sculpture of Egypt and 
Greece and in the illuminated manuscripts and the 
romances of the Middle Ages. In France, they call 
it the.hautbois, or high wood; in England, Germany 
and Italy, the oboe. But everywhere it is the most 
elaborate, difficult, delicate and perfect of the reeds. 

The oboe consists of two thin pieces of cane 
bound together by mary strands of waxed silk and 
affixed to a short metal tube. This in turn is at- 
tached to a three-jointed conical wooden tube which 
contains a stationary column of air. When the 
oboist blows on the reeds, they vibrate against each 
other, setting up a series of pulses which generate 
sound waves in the main tube, From the other end 
there then emerge sounds of indescribable beauty. 

The oboe can never be ignored. It is far from 
self-effacing. Its tone is thin, penetrating, nasal, pos- 
sessing overtones which make it far more colorful 
than that of its brothers. By turns harsh and mild, 
strident and tender, jocular and sympathetic, gay and 
plaintive, it is capable of every variety of expression.

On Remembering Several Things at Once 


HE turn of the fiscal year has provoked 

much discussion about the Government’s 

spending program. In this debate, men 
tend to divide into schools, one arguing that 
recovery cannot be induced artificially, an- 
other that it must be induced artificially, 
another that the Government will spend too 
much, another that it is not spending fast 
enough. The argument is generally incon- 
clusive, because each schoo] tends to con- 
centrate on some one element of a situation 
which really comprises the combination of 
many elements, 

Take, for example, the notion that the 
Government must spend until prosperity is 
restored. Stated this way, the policy is 
absurd. The Government can spend till the 
cows come home: its policy will be a failure, 
unless there is a revival of profitable en- 
terprise. Without that revival, the spend- 
ing will produce activity only as long as it 
continues. When the spending stops, the 
activity will stop. 

* @¢ ® 


For that reason, the true criticism of the 
administration policy in the past year is not 
that it decided to spend money to start 
activity, but that the spending policy was 
accompanied by other policies that discour- 
aged the revival of activity. If it was right 
to have the Government go into debt to 


‘stimulate activity, it was wrong for the Gov- 


ernment to lock up the private capital mar- 
ket, to tolerate or encourage semi-monopo- 
listic price-fixing, and to increase labor costs 
faster than volume of business. The danger 
has not been in the spending policy as such: 
it has been in the accompanying policies 
which neutralized it. 

For, if the Government spends huge sums 
to “prime the pump,” but won't let the 
pump work, then it is faced with endless 
spending. That would lead ultimately to 
all those dangers of a collapse of credit and 
of a resort to fiat money which the oppon- 
ents of “spending” fear, Those dangers 
would not from the spending policy, 
but from other policies which prevented the 
spending from achieving its result. 

There are many signs that this is now 
beginning to be understood in Washington. 
Hence the amendment of the Securities Act, 
the retreat of NRA from the price-fixing 
arrangements, and the strong intimation 
that the Se we now seek to re- 
duce the costs of con on, But it must 


be admitted that, while there is a change 
of policy, a change which is absolutely es- 
sential if the spending policy is to work 
efficiently, the conversion is not as yet a 
matter of strong conviction in Washington. 

The doctrinaire opponents of the spend- 
ing policy profess to believe that, if the 
Government had left the gold dollar as it 
was and had balanced its budget, we should 
now have a much more substantial recovery 
than we have, Let those who believe this 
name a single country of any importance 
where there has been adherence to strictly 
orthodox financial and monetary policy and 
where there has been produced recovery. 
They cannot name one, 

What is more, they cannot name a coun- 
try which has maintained the pre-depres- 
sion value of its currency and has balanced 
its budget. The French and the- Italians 
are maintaining their currencies. But are 
they balancing their budgets? They are not. 
The British have balanced their budget. But 
they have not maintained their currency. 
For, the plain fact is that, with gold prices 
at their present level, it is impossible to 
adhere to the old gold parity and have 
enough business to yield enough money to 
balance a budget. I say it is impossible, 
because nobody has been able to do it, 


Much of this discussion is like that in a 
group of men who got together and de 
cided to grow a crop of beans. 

“I believe,” says one man, “that we need 
sun.” 

. “No,” says another, “we need rain.” 
“Wrong,” says a third, “we need fertilizer.” 
“Artificial,” says a fourth. “We must cul-

“We do not know,” explains Mr. Kince 
“whether the drouth causes the high te 
perature or the high temperature causes the 
drouth.” 


drouth this year as our own Central West, 
though the consequences of the dry season 
there are on the whole less disastrous than 
in the American rainless areas. But English 
vegetation has been burned up, the water 
supplies of cities threatened and sizable 
rivers reduced to a mere trickle. In the 
churches, people gather to pray for the rain 
of which England has more than enough ry) 
a normal season. 

In the Atlantic coast region, we have had 
more than the average precipitation of snow 
and rain during the first six months of 1934. 
This, as Mr. Kincer points out, has been due 
to the shifting of winds that ordinarily bring 
moisture from the Northern Pacific, down 
the valley of the Mackenzie River, to spread 
it over our North Central West. Not even 
the most experienced meteorologist knows 
why these winds should have shifted their 
course this year, but a shift there has bees 
to the eastward, with a surplus of precipita 
tion for the Atlantic coast and dry skies for 
the North Central West. 

Science cannot control the weather. It 
can only study its vagaries and try to find 
an explanation for them. The wind that 
brings moisture still bloweth where it listeth. 
One region parches, another has rain enough 
for its needs, still. others have more thas 
is desirable. 

Mr. Kincer is, however, positive about one 
thing: The Japanese Current has nothi 
to do with the drouth. Like the Gulf Strea 
it is periodically reported as having shifted, 
and is therefore blamed'for high tempera 
tures and aridity. The Japanese Current 
pursues its immemorial course. It has not 
shifted in the slightest. We may hope the 
Japanese Current will appreciate the com 
plete exoneration given it by Mr. Kincer.

HONEY DEW MALLOBET 


LICIOUS DESSERT 


Rules for New Melon and 
Other Mallobets 
Outlined. 


If you are fond of honey dew 
melon, but think of it only as 2 
breakfast fruit, we commend a new 
honey dew mallobet to your atten- 
tion. 

A lime mallobet to which a little 
green coloring is added, is also a 
good dessert, cool to look at and to 
taste, 

The preparation of mallobets 
varies slightly with different fla- 
vors, but there are a few general 
rules that apply to all. These 
should be noted carefully, especial- 
ly Rule 4. 

1. Always melt the marshmallows 
in a double boiler to the liquid 
stage. Frequent stirring insures a 
smoother mixture. 

2. If vegetable coloring is used, 
add it to the foundation before it 
stiffens. 

3. Egg whites must be whipped 
very stiff and thoroughly mixed 
with foundation before pouring into 
tray. 

4. Foundation-must be allowed to 
become quite cold and partially 
jellied before the egg whites are 
added. 
Honey Dew Mallohet. 

Eighteen marshmallows. 

One-third cup water. 

One and one-fourth cups honey 
dew pulp finely crushed. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

Five drops cinnamon extract. 

One-fourth cup egg whites. 

Melt marshmallows with water 
in a double boiler. Add melon, lem- 
on juice and extract. Allow to cool 
and stiffen. Add sugar to egg 
whites and beat until stiff. Com- 
bine mixtures thoroughly and freeze 
without stirring. 

Lime Mallobet. 

Twenty marshmallows. 

One cup ginger ale or water. 

One-fourth cup fresh lime juice. 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

One-fourth cup egg whites. 

One tablepsoon sugar. 

Melt the marshmallows in the 
ginger ale or water. Add the fruit 
juices and a little green coloring 
and cool. Add sugar to egg whites, 
whip them stiff and combine. with 
foundation. Freeze without _stir- 
ring. 


RASPBERRY PARFAIT 


' Three egg whites. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-half cup water. 

One cup heavy cream. 

One-fourth pound marshmallows. 

One cup sugar. 

One-half cup nutmeats chopped 
fine. 

Cook sugar and water until the 
syrup spins a thread, Pour it over 
the stiffly beaten egg whites. Beat 
until light and fluffy. Fold in the 
melted marshmallows; add vanilla 
and nuts and fold in the whipped 
cream. Pour into the inset refrig- 
erator pan and let stand three to 
four hours or until firm. To serve, 
place a teaspoonful of sugared rasp- 
berries cut in small bits in the bot- 
tom of a parfait giass. Next a 
spoonful of the parfait. Alternate 
berries and parfait ending with it 
and topping with a spoonful of 
whipped cream. 


SALAD DRESSINGS 


A mayonnaise dressing is usually 
served with the more substantial 
salads—fish, egg, meat, vegetables 
—and thinned with a little cream 
or fruit juice fot fruit salads:

About 25 years ago nutrition spe- 
cialists became convinced that peo- 
ple in this country were not eating 
enough raw vegetables—especially 
green ones—and not enough fruits. 
They began recémmending raw 
salads. Housewives responded. Re- 
call, if you can, how few raw salads 
you saw in those days. Wasn't cold 
slaw about the only one? 

Now, it is quite the usual thing 
to have raw salad at lunch or din- 
ner or supper. Look at the market 
figures that show how much more 
of the salad vegetabies we use than 
we did in the early years of this 
century. This fact is important be- 
cause in raw vegetables and fruits 
you get certain food values that are 
often lost in cooking. 

Nutrition specialists are very 
much pleased at the headway the 
raw green foods have made in pop-. 


have te spend hours in a hot kitch- 
en in hot weather, over/a hot stove 
cooking the vegetables that are now 
often eaten raw. Summer salads 
especially, says the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the U. & Department 
of Agriculture, can so easily be raw 
salads. 

Furthermore, the bureau reminds 
us, you can build the meal around 
the salad, especially lunch or sup- 
per. And you cannot do better than 
start with the cheapest .of the 
every-day leafy vegetables which 
we commonly eat raw, anyway. 
That is cabbage, which continues to 
be cheap because of the heavy ship- 
ments from many states. Just now 
new summer cabbage is on the mar- 
ket, and this is greener, therefore 
richer in vitamins and iron than 
the white winter cabbage. How 
much of a meal can be put into a 
raw salad? And what else do we 
need, from the standpoint of food 
value? 

Salad a Main Dish. 

This amounts to building back- 
ward, as it were, for we usually 
look out for calories first, begin- 
ning with bread and meat and po- 
tatoes, and adding minerals and‘ 
vitamins as we go along. But this 
time we begin with vitamins and 
add the more filling parts of the 
meal. The main dish of this cheap,

We make a sort of formula then: 
Raw vegetable or fruits in the sal- 
ads, meat, eggs, cheese, or nuts in 
sandwiches or on the salad plate, 
milk and cakes to fill out the meal. 

Suggested Combinations. 

To ring the changes on raw sal- 
ads that give good vitamin value, 
we have such combinations as 
these: 

Cabbage, shredded, chopped car- 
rots, sprinkled with crisp bits of 
salt pork or bacon. 

Cabbage or lettuce leaves, sliced 
turnips, and onions. . 

Cucumbers, sliced, with. sliced 
green peppers, and a red radish 
for color. 

Green peppers . stuffed with 
cheese, or with chopped meat, or 
canned salmon. 

Green peppers filled with chopped 
cabbage, green peppers, and fish or 
meat, 

Green peppers, shredded, with 
chopped cabbage and diced apples, 

Raw spinach leaves, seasoned 
with chopped chives, onion or 
mint. 

‘Bananas with salted peanuts or 
with dates, or both. 

Apples, diced with salted pea- 
nuts. 

Sour apples and onion, sliced. 

Onions and carrots, sliced. 

Cantaloupe or watermelon cubes 
or balls, on lettuce. 

Tomatoes stuffed with meat or 
fish or cheese. 

Tomatoes sliced on shredded 
cabbage, with cheese. 

And for salad dressings, here are 
some of the cheaped possibilities: 
French Dressing. 

Rub the inside of a small bowl 
with onion or garlic. Mix salt and 


pepper or paprika—a pinch of each | 


—add three tablespoons of oil and 
one tablespoon of vinegar, beat un- 
til it thickens. 

Boiled Dressing, Without Eggs. 

Bring to a boil one cup vinegar, 
diluted to taste, and one tablespoon 
each of butter and sugar, with salt 
and pepper to season. Cool, add 
two tablespoons thick sour cream. 

Boiled Dressing With Eggs. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon mustard. 

One-eighth teaspoon white pep- 
per. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 

Six tablespoons fiour. 

One-fourth cup sugar, 

One pint milk. 

Two eggs. 

Three-fourths cup vinegar. 

Onefourth cup butter or other 
fat. 

Sift dry ingredients together to 
mix them thoroughly, add milk and 
stir until well blended; then cook 
in a double boiler until thickened. 
Cover and cook 10 minutes longer. 
Beat eggs until very light and add 
gradually some of the hot mixture 
to egg. Then combine and cook 
whole mixture a few minutes long- 
er. Add vinegar slowly, stir and 
continue to cook until fairly thiek; 
then add butter or other fat. 

Egg and Vinegar Dressing. 

Rub yolks of two hard-cooked 
eggs to a smooth paste, season with 
salt, pepper, cayenne, and mustard.

Weak eyes that saw only their 
own Hunger ... a beating pulse 
that fed on its own Hate. A world 
filled with just such desperate, 
starving boys ... that was what 
the war had done. A generation 
who .had never had a chance; who 


would never have a chance unless! 


they turned like famished beasts 
and fought for it ... gouging, 
clawing, ripping; cramming starv- 
ing mouths at last with the bloody 
wreckage of their fatherland. 

And who could blame them if 
they did? 

Watching the Brown Shirts 
marching up the Kaiserstrasse .. . 
“column after column of young 
men, shoulder to shoulder singing” 
... their white, starved, “uplifted 
faces surging like the foam of 
black onrushing water into the 
night” .... Franzle wondered. Lis- 
tening to the old voices droning on 
and on—deaf to the gathering hor- 
ror outside the door ... she won- 
dered again. 

“These quiet, elderly people didn’t 
know what it meant to be young 
and never to have had one’s youth, 
to have been born, amidst havoc 
and to have grown up with starva-

A card about 2% inches 
long by 2 high has been for many 
years in fashion for names of from 
15 to 20 letters. Very short names 
look best on cards 2% inches long 
by 2% high. Very young girle cus- 
tomarily use a card % inch smaller, 
and older women often choose cards 
% inch larger than average. A 
man’s card is narrower in shape— 
from about 2% to 3% inches long, 
and from 1% to 1% high. 

The cards. are made of white or 
cream-white unglazed cardboard, 
very smooth and fine in texture, 
and of medium thickness. All styles 
of engraving are good except those 
that are ornately scrolled or over- 
sized. For example, letters an 
eighth of an inch high with capitals 
a quarter of an inch are very vul- 
gar. Half this size and lettering 
severely plain is in faultless taste. 
Plate marking is especially suita- 
ble for wedding invitations and an- 
nouncements and their enclosures. 
But this raised margin is rarely 
chosen for visiting cards by the con- 
servatively smart. 

People who live in cities should 
have the address, engraved in very 
small ietters, in the lower right 
corner, 

The cards of a man and his wife 
must, of course, match. Her card 
should not read “Mrs. J. Henry 
Jones” if his reads “Mr. James H. 
Jones.” It ts preferable that names 
be engraved in full, “Mrs,.James 
Henry Jones.” But the only un- 
breakable tabu is that of “Mrs.” 
followed by a woman’s christian 
name. Correctly, a widow con- 
tinues to use her husband’s name. 
She is “Mrs. John Alfred Smith,” 
never “Mrs. Mary Smith,” at least 
not anywhere in good society. 
“Miss” is prefixed to the name of 
a young girl always after she is 
15 and often sooner, and her name 
should be engraved “Miss Mary 
Smith,” not “Miss Bubbles Smith” 
nor even “Miss Peggie Smith.” A 
boy never puts “Mr.” on his cards 
until he leaves school, and many 
prefer cards without “Mr.” while 
in college. “Jr.” (preferably writ- 
ten “junior’—without capital J) 
does not take the place of “Mr” 
His card is engraved “Mr. John 
Hunter Smith, junior,” and his wife 
is “Mrs. John Hunter Smith, 
junior.” 

A doctor or a clerygman or a 
military officer (actually in service) 
always have their cards engraved 
with their titles: Dr. Henry Gordon; 
The Rev. William Goode; . Col. 
Thomas Doyle. But a man holding 
the degree of Ph. D. or LL. D. does 
not add these letters to his name 
on visiting cards used for social 
purposes. The title Professor is used 
only by one who is a public teacher 
of highest rank, who holds an estab- 
lished chair in a university. This 
title must be engraved in full. The 
proper card for a divorcee, who be- 
fore her marriage was Alice Green, 
is “Mrs. Green Smith.” “Mrs. Alice 
Smith” is, of course, in worst pos- 
sible taste, | 

A few of the most essential uses 
for cards are as follows: The double 
card of a man and wife, reading 
“Mr. and Mrs. John Henry Smith” 
or “Dr. and Mrs. James Jones” ig 
sent with -a wedding present, or 
with flowers to a funeral, or with 
flowers to any friend of both hus- 
band and wife. 

Many people seem to be puzzled 
about the number of cards to leave 
when paying visits. Nothing could 
be easier: a lady leaves one of her 
cards on each lady in the family 
upon whom she is calling. If she 
is married, she Jeaves one card of 
her husband’s on every lady and 
also on every gentleman. If Mrs. 
Jones goes to see Mrs. Smith, she 


and two cards of Mr. Jones’—one 
on Mrs. Smith and one on Mr. 
Smith. Or if she and her husband 
have a double card reading “Mr. 
and Mrs. Jones,” the “Mr.” on this

sympathy” and leave it at the 
door. We leave one card only— 
our Mr. and Mrs. card if we have 
one, but if we haven’t, we write 
“Mr.” in front of the “Mrs.” on 
our card. Other messages written 
on cards include: “With best 
wishes” sent with a wedding pres- 
ent; “P. P. C.” written on a card 
and either left at the door or sent 
through the mail, means nothing 
except “I’ve gone away—good-bye.” 
It is in no sense a message of 
thanks for especial kindness, for 
which a visit should be paid or a 
note of thanks written. Literally 
translated “pour prendre conge” 
means “to take leave.” <A turned- 
up corner shows that the card was 
left by the visitor in person and 
not sent through the mail, In 
many communities ft also means 
(and sensibly) that the card is in- 
tended for every one in the family. 

In leaving a card on a lady 
stopping at a hotel or living in an 
apartment house, her name should 
be written in pencil across the top 
of the card, to insure its being 
given to her and not to some one 
else. 

It is also friendly upon finding 
a neighbor out, to write “Sorry not 
to see you!” or “So sorry to miss 
you!” 

The greatest modern use for 
visiting cards is in sending brief 
and informal invitations to bridge 
parties, to buffet luncheons, or 
suppers and teas, and even dances. 
It is proper to abbreviate them pre- 
cisely this way: Top line “Tues., 
July 4,” next line “Buffet Supper 8 
P. M.” and in lower corner “ R. 
iia

sense. Personally, I prefer note- 
paper or visiting cards rather than 
the combination, which has neither 
the formality of a note nor the 
convenience of brevity.

O, it is not meat that 1 am 
talking about, but human 
minds. Minds are of two sorts, 
Williams James told us; hard and 
soft, tough and tender. He even 
used the words healthy and sick, 
but that is hardly fair, unless we 
mean a kind of D'vine homesick- 
ness. 

Some of Martha and some of 
Mary, as Kipling puts it; material- 
ists and mystics, men of action and 
men of ideas. Anyway, it is a valid 
distinction and eccounts for much. 
Put any vital issue to a group of 
friends, and you will see the cleav- 
age between two types of mind. 
Some will be quick, eager, respon- 
sive, forward-looking; others cau- 
tious, questioning, slow. Some will 
see all the advantages, others all 
the obstacies in the way. 

They cannot help it; they are 
made that way. Both types of mind 
are needed, like out two feet in 
walking, or the 4wo wings of a bird. 
A tough mind must not think a ten- 
der mind foolish, nor must a tender 
mind think. the tough mind pig- 
headed and, blind as a bat. ach 
has something to teach the other, if 
either has sense enough to learn it. 
It is tender-minded men who 
make mystics, poets, seers, artists, 
prophets. They see vividly, feel 
deeply, suffer intensely, rejoice 
greatly. But, if they light the way 
with their vision, it is the tough- 
minded men who bear the burden 
and break the road toward the goal. 
Of course, in supremely great 
men the two types are blended, as 
they are in all of us in some degree. 
They are masters of the dream and 
of the deed, makers of new epochs 
—men who see the way and lead us 
in it. But such men are rare and 
their names in history are few. 
The rest of us must be tolerant, 
tactful, teachable, each helping the 
other. In religion, in politics, in 
life we see things differently, and 
both are right. We must try to 
see other points of view, and not 
imagine that we have a corner on 
truth. :
